Alice  Black,  Mrs.  Mabel  Boorum,  Dr.  Ralph  Brown,  Mr.  Mar- 
shall Derby,  Mr.  James  Elliott,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Fleming,  Honorable 
John  Jameson,  Dr.  Moses  Lurie,  Mr.  Ruben  Lurie,  Miss  Ethel 
Muzzey,  Miss  Judith  Pratt,  Miss  Edna  Ryder. 

In  the  summer  Story  Hours  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  William 
Nay,  Miss  Jane  Pratt,  Miss  Barbara  Shea. 

During  Book  Week,  Mrs.  Clara  Pratt  reviewed  several  new 
books  for  children  at  the  Elementary  School  and  the  children 
in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  presented  an  interesting  play  about 
books. 

The  following  exhibits  have  been  on  display  in  the  Library:

Week;  Paintings  by  members  of  Miss  Ruby  Allen's  Art  Class 
during  Art  Week  and  Old  Home  Week;  Old  Fashioned  Gowns 
by  the  Antrim  Players  for  the  D.  A.  R.  during  Old  Home  Week. 

The  Garden  Club  continues  to  decorate  the  Library  with 
plants  and  flowers  and  in  the  spring  will  donate  money  toward 
the  improvement  of  the  south  lawn.  The  Garden  Club  gives 
two  magazines,  Horticulture  and  Better  Homes  and  Gardens. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  trimmed  the  front  of  the  Library 
with  lights  and  evergreens  at  Christmas  time. 

The  facilities  of  the  Library  have  been  improved  as  follows: 

A  collection  of  minerals  donated  by  the  late  Wyman  Kneeland 
Flint  has  been  catalogued  and  arranged  by  Mr.  James  Moore. 
The  minerals  are  now  on  display  in  a  case  at  the  entrance  of  the 
reading  room.

At  the  annual  school  meeting  last  year  the  citizens  of  Antrim 
voted  to  re-establish  the  shop  course  at  Antrim  High  School.  The 
State  Department  of  Education  has  accepted  the  program  for  a 
two  year  period  under  the  present  physical  setup  for  all  pupils 
and  after  that  for  grades  7-10  inclusive.  If  shop  is  going  to  be 
offered  to  grades  11  and  12  after  the  school  year  1956-57  new 
equipment  must  be  purchased  and  renovations  made  in  the 
school  plant. 

Mr.  Oliver  Lessard,  a  1955  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege was  engaged  to  conduct  the  shop  work.  Mr.  Robert  Sher- 
man resigned  in  August  and  Mr.  John  Polymeros,  a  graduate  of 
Clark  University,  assumed  his  duties. 

In  the  elementary  school  Miss  Elizabeth  Sweet  resigned  to 
enter  into  the  bonds  of  matrimony.  Mrs.  Oliver  Lessard,  a 
graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  in  the  Class  of  1954  was 
engaged  to  teach  grade  three. 
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Late  in  November  Mr.  Colin  Pushee  received  a  call  from  the 
Hudson  School  District  to  accept  the  principalship  of  Alvirne 
High  School.  He  was  released  from  his  contract  after  the  School 
Board  had  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Henry  Bremner  to  suc- 
ceed him.  Mr.  Bremner  has  taught  two  years  in  Rochester  and 
three  years  in  Hollis.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College  and  has  taken  his  Masters  Degree  at  Boston  University. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  revise  the  teachers'  salary  schedule 
upward  for  the  school  year  1956-57  in  order  to  compete  on  a 
more  equal  footing  with  other  communities  in  the  state.  The 
School  Board  has  adopted  a  dual  purpose  schedule,  i.  e.  it  ac- 
cepts the  principle  of  the  single  salary  schedule  up  to  a  point 
and  beyond  that  increments,  if  any,  are  based  on  merit. 

Antrim  is  but  one  community  in  the  state  to  be  faced  with 
increased  costs  for  educational  purposes.  All  over  it  is  the  same, 
budgets  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds.  Frankly  there  is  no 
end  in  sight.  However,  there  may  be  two  sources  of  relief.  One 
is  state  foundation  aid  and  the  other  is  Federal  building  aid. 

There  is  probably  no  one  that  needs  be  told  that  Antrim  has 
a  High  School  building  problem.  It  should  be  resolved  one  way 
or  another  as  soon  as  possible  because  the  frank,  brutal  truth 
is  that  the  present  high  school  plant  presents  an  extreme  po- 
tential hazard  to  the  life  and  safety  to  every  pupil  while  in 
attendance. 

Harsh  as  the  above  statement  may  seem,  I  feel  that  I  would 
be  derelict  in  my  duty  if  it  were  not  a  part  of  my  report. 

I  hold  no  brief  as  to  the  method  of  resolving  the  problem  as 
long  as  it  is  done  in  the  most  economical  manner  and  fully 
considers  the  needs  of  our  children. 

The  three  following  suggestions  should  be  carefully  studied 
and  considered: 

1.  That  immediate  plans  be  made  to  remodel  and  modernize 
the  high  school  plant. 

2.  That  the  District  vote  to  petition  to  join  a  Cooperative 
School  District. 

3.  That  the  District  vote  to  send  its  pupils  in  grades  7-12 
out  on  a  tuition  basis. 

All  three  suggestions  are  meritorious  in  several  respects  but 
before  any  plan  is  adopted  a  citizens'  committee  should  make  a 
complete  study  of  the  problem  and  various  means  of  solution. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  school  board,  the  study 
committee,  the  teachers  and  pupils  and  citizens  of  Antrim  and 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their  fine  cooperation  on 
school  problems.
